Council warns of cash shortage following cuts in Government funding

Kingston could become “one of 
London’s lowest funded bor¬ 
oughs” the council has warned 
after the grant announcement 
from the Government. 

The grant the borough receives 
from central Government is to be 
cut by almost £20m over the next 
four years, the council predicts, 
while its costs could rise by about 
£15m, a swing of £35m. 

Council leader Kevin Davis, pic¬ 
tured, said: “We were expecting a 
tough settlement, but this is worse 
than we could have possibly 
expected. 

“Kingston Council is not alone 
and I will be speaking to other 


leaders of London councils who 
have also been adversely affected, 
to lobby Government for a fairer 
deal. 

“We were expecting to have to 
deliver savings of £28.9m over the 
next four years to 2019-20, but 
these changes mean that we would 
need to find an additional £3.4m to 
balance the budget in 2016-17, ris¬ 
ing to an additional £5.4m by 2019- 
20 . 

“The council now has a very 
short period in which to discuss 
these challenges with residents 
across the borough and attempt to 
come up with some very difficult 
decisions.” 

Kingston Council predicts the 
grant will dip from about £135m 
this year to just over £115m by 
2019-20, while expenditure could 
rise from under £135m this year to 


about £150m. To bridge this gap 
the council must either make cuts 
and or raise council tax. 

Councillor Liz Green, leader of 
the opposition, said: “I agree with 
Kevin but why is he surprised? 

“They were always going 
to make massive cuts to 
local government.” 

Until the budget is 
signed off how these 
cuts will impact specific 
council services is 
unknown. 

As part of the Kingston 
Conversations series, the 
council is holding three upcom¬ 
ing sessions in the town centre to 
talk over the budget for 2016/17. 

Councillor David Glasspool, cab¬ 
inet member with responsibility 
for treasury, said: “The recently 
announced settlement for 


Kingston creates a very challeng¬ 
ing situation for the council, as 
our central Government support 
is rapidly cut to zero while at the 
same time the financial pressures 
on the council in many areas, 
such as adult social care, 
are increasing. 

“During the course of 
this year the council 
has introduced a new, 
community outcome- 
based budgeting process 
that has challenged all 
areas of council expendi¬ 
ture, with a view to achiev¬ 
ing more from less. 

“We are about to embark in the 
new year in a discussion with resi¬ 
dents about ways forward, emerg¬ 
ing from our outcome-based 
budgeting approach that tackle 
these challenges. 



“There will be some very difficult deci¬ 
sions to take now, especially in the light of 
the recent settlement.”

Half of the youth clubs in 
Kingston could close this year 
as part of proposed funding 
cuts to children’s services in 
the borough. 

Kingston Council is review¬ 
ing four of the eight centres 
run by Achieving for Children 
(AfC) - the community inter¬ 
est company that runs chil¬ 
dren’s services in Kingston 
and Richmond - including 
the 30-year-old Searchlight 
Community Centre. 

The announcement comes 
only a week after Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron visited 
AfC in Richmond and claimed 
that spending power for coun¬ 
cils was on the rise. 

Nicola Dyke, 37, of Lower 
Marsh Lane, Kingston, takes 
her children Marcus, 12, and 
Macie, 10, to the Searchlight 
centre, which borders Nor- 
biton and New Malden, every 
week. 

Marcus has Asperger’s 
Syndrome - which is a severe 


form of autism. 

She said: “Obviously it is a 
big concern for us, especially 
for Marcus as it is the only 
place he attends because of 
his autism. 

“One of his needs is to get 
out in the community. 

“It’s been very important, 
it’s made such a difference 
with him. 

“If you went back two years 
he would never do the things 
he can now. He’s just gained 
so much confidence.” 

It was revealed in November 
that AfC overspent by £1.5m 
last year, leaving the company 
with having to make £4m 
worth of cuts over the next 
two years. 

The council will begin a pub¬ 
lic consultation into the 
closure of the centres this 
month, with the youth clubs 
possibly closing in March. 

The names of the three 
other centres earmarked for 
closure will also be revealed. 

Councillor Eric Humphrey, 
cabinet member for children’s 
social care and health, said: 
“We may not be able to give ev¬ 
erybody everything that they

want, but I am confident that 
we will continue to provide a 
very good service - it will just 
be delivered in a different way. 

“We know that these plans 
will be of concern to many of 
the young people who current¬ 
ly use the centres but there is 
huge pressure on Kingston 
Council as well as every other 
local authority at present to 
make savings while finding 
smarter ways to deliver ser¬ 
vices, so things have to 
change.” 

A petition has been started 
by Searchlight members call¬ 
ing on the council to stop the 
closure of the youth club, 


claiming it would leave 
members “distraught”. 

It has now reached more 
than 1,500 signatures. 

Norbiton Councillor Linsey 
Cottington said: “The council 
wants to take away one of the 
very few facilities we have in 
this area and there are no 
promises to replace it with a 
new facility. 


“There are no proposals for 
replacing Searchlight within 
the local Norbiton communi¬ 
ty, and using general purpose 
local facilities is not a satisfac¬ 
tory solution.”

Jail for brothel madam who made £1 m 


A brothel madam made more 
than £lm running sex dens in 
New Malden and Surbiton for 
more than a decade. 

Dorothy Jones, 64, of Dunveg- 
an Close, Manea, Cambridge¬ 
shire, was sentenced to 30 
months in prison on Dec¬ 
ember 21 at Kingston Crown 
Court for a range of offences 
relating to the running of the 
brothels in Burlington Road and 
St James Road between 2003 and 
2014. 

Jones pleaded guilty to 
cheating public revenue, fraud, 
keeping brothels and money 
laundering back in March. 

The prosecution argued she 
had avoided paying hundreds- 
of-thousands of pounds in tax. 

Defence counsel John Bland- 
ford described his client as 
“no Lester Piggott” referring to 
the former jockey who was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in prison 


in 1987 over a £3m tax fraud. 

He said: “She is no Lester 
Piggott. She has not deprived 
the country of millions of 
pounds.” 

Mr Blandford also argued that 
the girls working at the brothels 
were treated well and that is 
why they were allowed to run 
for so long. 

He said: “There are so many 
brothels in and around London 
[the police] have not got the time 
or resources. 

“[The police] made welfare 
visits to make sure that 
there were no underage girls, 
trafficked girls, etc. 

“To say all prostitutes are 
exploited is not the reality.” 

The court heard how Kingston 
police were aware of the broth¬ 
els and visited the Burlington 
Road property, known as 
Sapphires, that was leased by 
Jones at least once. 


Jones was also said to have not 
filled in a tax return until 2008 
and the few she filled in after 
that claimed she was on a very 
lower income that did not reflect 
the estimated £95,000 a year the 
brothels were raking in. 

Mr Blandford said: “Right 
from the start [Jones] accepted 
she had not paid tax and pleaded 
guilty right from the outset.” 

Jones’s husband Stephen, 52, 
was also sentenced to 180 hours 
community service for making 
false representation relating to 
lying on the couples mortgage 
application. 

The couple’s friend Denise 
Oliver, of Springfield Place, 
New Malden, was handed a 12- 
month community order and 
120-hour unpaid work for money 
laundering after £1,220 - 

believed to have been made by 
girls in the brothels - was found 
at her home. 


Uni student died from overdose 


A student at Kingston Universi¬ 
ty recorded videos “screaming” 
about her boyfriend before 
overdosing on medication and 
killing herself in her bedroom. 

Ezgi Serce, 18, originally from 
Hackney, but living in Beacons- 
field Road, New Malden, was 
discovered by police on her bed¬ 
room floor on Monday, January 
5 having overdosed on antide¬ 
pressants the night before. 


She was a medicine student 
in her first year at Kingston 
University. 

In the videos - recorded on 
her laptop - Miss Serce can be 
heard opening the packets of 
medication she would use to 
commit suicide, an inquest at 
West London Coroner’s Court 
heard last week. 

The court heard Miss Serce’s 
mental state worsened after a 


series of failed pregnancies 
in the years before her death, 
the latest leading her to over¬ 
dose in November 2013. 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama 
concluded: “It is quite clear 
there were concerns in her life, 
stresses in her life, just before 
she did this act regarding her 
boyfriend. 

“It’s quite clear to me that 
this was a deliberate act.” 
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Council leader mocks honour acceptance

When accused of being “vile” 
and told to “grow up” by a fel¬ 
low Twitter user, Coun Davis 
replied: “I am not being vile. 
Just saying that were he to run 
he would be establishment 
candidate, as a knight. I wish 
him and his family well.” 

In response to his comments 
Mr Davey said: “I am told 



[Coun Davis] tweeted some¬ 
thing but I religiously do not 
take any notice of anything 
Kevin Davis says.”

’’While [the honour] wording focuses a 
lot on my work with climate change it cer¬ 
tainly would not have been possible if it 
weren’t for the people of Kingston and 
Surbiton who voted me into my parlia¬ 
mentary seat four times.” 

Sharon Blackburn from Surbiton will 
receive the Order of the British Empire 
(OBE) for her services to nursing and the 
not-for-profit care sector. 

Mrs Blackburn is a policy and commu¬ 
nications director at Residential Forum 
Limited, which was founded in 1994 to 
promote the achievement of care stan¬ 
dards of care for children and adults in 
nursing and residential home and 
schools. 

Anthony Ffoulkes Williams, a retired 
consultant paediatrician, will also be 
awarded the OBE for services to nutrition 
in infants and children. 

Dr Ffoulkes Williams, of Kingston, 
worked in neonatal intensive care at St 
George's Hospital for more than 25 years. 

He is a fellow of the Royal College of 
Paediatrics and Child Health and of 
the Royal College of Physicians, and has 


advisory roles with governmental and 
non-governmental organisations, specifi¬ 
cally in the field of child nutrition as well 
as acting as a trustee of Woman and Chil¬ 
dren First, an organisation with a mission 
to improve maternal, new-born and child 
health in developing countries. 

One of the founders of contemporary 
opera company Music Theatre Wales, 
hails from Tolworth and will be made a 
Member of the British Empire. 

Michael McCarthy was born in Beres- 
ford Avenue and educated at Our Lady 
Immaculate and Richard Challoner 
schools before going on to study at Birm¬ 
ingham University. 

Sue Black, who lives in Surbiton, will re¬ 
ceive the OBE for services to technology. 

She is an honorary senior research as¬ 
sociate in computer science at University 
College London, and is well known for 
creating the campaign to save Bletchley 
Park - the site on which Alan Turing 


worked during World War II, and author¬ 
ing a book on the subject, which can be 
found at unbound.co.uk/books/ 
saving-bletchley-park. 

Dr Black said: “When I found out about 
the OBE I burst into tears. I never imag¬ 
ined with my background that anything 
like this would ever happen to me. 

“Leaving school at 16 and ending up a 
single parent bringing up three kids in 
poverty in my 20s isn’t the most tradi¬ 
tional route into a career in technology.”

Man left 
his ‘final

A man posted on Facebook his plans to 
go on his “final journey” before taking 
his own life in Surbiton’s Victoria Park. 

Malcolm McKinlay, 61, of St Andrew’s 
Square, Surbiton, was found dead by a 
dog walker in the park on September 26, 
2014, having suffocated himself while 
high on drugs the previous day. 

In the months before his death he had 
ended a relationship with a married man 
and been made “unexpectedly redun¬ 
dant” from his job with Air New Zealand 
- an inquest at West London Coroner’s 
Court heard on December 22. 

Coroner Jason Pegg, reading from a 
statement Mr McKinlay’s friend Janette 
O’Bell gave to police, said: “Malcolm was 
very emotional and in complete depres¬ 
sion, he was crying down the phone.” 

Police were first alerted to Mr McKin¬ 
lay being missing when a friend on Face- 
book saw him post his plans to begin his 
“final journey”. 

When they arrived at his home they 
found two notes from Mr McKinlay 
which said: “Life has been difficult, and 
now I have to go on my final journey. 

“I have hit rock bottom, I just can’t go 
on any more. I don’t want to be a burden 
or a liability, I’m going peacefully.” 

The court heard how Mr McKinlay 
reacted badly to the break-up of his 
affair and redundancy.

With its new owners prepar¬ 
ing to call time on Hook’s land¬ 
mark pub, final pints are being 
poured at the Cap In Hand, but 
confusion still remains as to 
when the 200-year-old venue 
will finally shut for good. 

Links to the past line the 
walls of the pub as gentle con¬ 
versation fills the old building 
on a grey murky day. 

Not many are in the sprawl¬ 
ing watering hole on a Tues¬ 
day afternoon when I visit. 
The few people who are taking 
shelter from the rain are 
warm and friendly, but would 
rather have their pint for com¬ 
pany than a chatty reporter. 

The pub feels comfortingly 
old, and if you cannot sense it 
has contained many years of 
merry-makers, it tells you so 
on every inch of spare wall. 

Photographs mark the evo¬ 
lution of the pub, from the 
building’s creation in the early 
1800s, to when it turned from 
the Southborough Arms into 
the Cap in Hand in 1934. 

Formerly part of the JD 
Wetherspoon’s chain, this 
year it was sold to Mendoza 
Limited. 

Initially due to close after 
the sale in September, the pub 
has remained open with a 


potent uncertainty about how 
long it will do so for. 

Mendoza Limited, a notori¬ 
ously hard to pin down devel¬ 
oper based in the Isle of Man, 
has bought out other pubs in 
London in recent years. 

Golfrate Property Manage¬ 
ment, based in Wimbledon, 
were believed to be working 
with the developer on the fu¬ 
ture of the pub. 

When asked when the Cap in 
Hand will shut its doors, what 
will happen to the site and if it 
would return as a pub, there 
was “no information” to give 
on what will come. 

Harry Smith, 73, of Hook 
Road, who comes to the pub 
often for an afternoon pint and 
a plate of fish and chips, said: 
“I’ve been coming in here for 
years. It’s such a nice place 
and always has nice people in 
it. I’m not sure where I’ll go 


when it does close. 

“I’ll miss coming here. I hope 
they don’t just turn it into flats 
with no soul. The building is 
too full of history for that.” 

The beginnings of the pub as 
a favourite for travellers came 
in 1927 when the Kingston by¬ 
pass crossed Hook Road and a 
roundabout was built, later 
becoming a favourite for 
bikers. 

Notes from keen historians 
cite the Ace of Spades area, in 
which the imposing and well- 
known pub sits, as the first 
place to have a landing strip 
for a public house. 

Permission for the strip was 
granted by the Air Ministry in 
1933 and linked to the Ace of 
Spades pub, which closed after 
a fire in the mid-1950s. 

The Cap in Hand site, just off 
the A3 Hook junction, boasts 
many anecdotes and links to 


well-known names on the 
wood clad walls. 

Newspaper magnate Lord 
Beaverbrook visited the Ace of 
Spades repair shop in 1928 
after his car crashed with a 
lorry at the roundabout, and 
former heavyweight boxing 
champion Max Baer set up a 
training camp at the Ace of 
Spaces before two fights at the 
Harringay Arena in 1937. 

Thanks to a photograph and 
illustration of a large mis¬ 
shapen balloon, pub goers can 
learn Hook hosted a royal visit 
from King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth in 1939 dur¬ 
ing World War II. 

They were looking at one of 
10 centres in London dedicat¬ 
ed to creating barrage bal¬ 
loons - a defence system the 
size of a cricket pitch suspend¬ 
ed in the air to catch out 
enemy bombers - in 45 acres of 
Hook’s Lovelace estate. 

The Chessington District 
Residents’ Association men¬ 
tioned the Cap in Hand at a 
meeting in November. 

The group is working to have 
the pub declared as an “asset 
of community value”, with 
documents hoping to achieve 
this submitted to the council. 

But with the memorabilia 
lining the walls set to go back 
to JD Wetherspoon’s head of¬ 
fice in Watford, it is certain the 
pub as it is now is preparing 
for last orders.

Maths teacher jailed 
for raping young girls

A former maths teacher at 
schools in Sutton and Croydon 
has been jailed for almost three 
decades for a series of rapes and 
sexual assaults on young girls. 

William Owusu-Akyeaw, 59, of 
Cotswold Way, Worcester Park, 
was found guilty of seven counts 
of rape and five indecent assaults 
on girls aged between seven and 
16 on December 16 after an 
eight-day trial. 

He was sentenced to 28 years in 
prison at Croydon Crown Court 
on December 18 with the judge

directing he should not be con¬ 
sidered for release until he has 
served at least two-thirds of his 
sentence. 


The court heard how Owusu- 
Akyeaw, who has a doctorate in 
maths, had attacked four girls on 
various dates between 1987 and 
2004, but his crimes did not come 
to light until one of the victims 
made a complaint to police in 
April this year. 

Detective Constable Corinne 
Turner, from the south regional 
historical abuse team, said: 
“This man carried out a horren¬ 
dous series of offences against 
young children over a number of 
years. 

“Thankfully his victims told 
police what had happened to 
them during their childhood and 
the subsequent investigation 
brought this man to justice.”

We are a small family - just my¬ 
self and my wife, and my sister 
and her husband, no grandchil¬ 
dren, so it will be a small 
gathering at Epsom Cemetery on 
Wednesday, January 13, for a brief 
non-religious service in the 
chapel before laying Len to rest 
with wife Josie, our mother, who 


is buried there. 

His passing should be marked in 
some way but I’m not sure how. If 
there are people reading this who 
would like to pay their respects by 
attending the service they would 
be very welcome. There might 
also be representatives of 
appropriate organisations who 
might like to send someone along 
- again this would be very much 
appreciated. 

It would be an appropriate way 
to say farewell to a gentle and 
modest man.

Tower unearthed at 
Hampton Court dig

Archaeologists at Hampton Court 
Palace have uncovered one of its 
lost towers, ending decades of 
frustration for historians. 

Five Tiltyard Towers, built at 
the height of King Henry VIII’s 
reign in the 1530s, once stood at 
the Tudor palace and, for the first 
time, the remains of one have 
been unearthed. 

The precise location of the tow¬ 
ers, which would have hosted 
banquets and jousts, have eluded 
archaeologists for decades. 

But Hampton Court Palace’s 
historic buildings curator, Daniel 
Jackson, hopes the discovery of 
the green-glazed tile floor of one 
earlier this month will enable 
them to find the rest. 

He said: “We’re extremely excit¬ 
ed to have uncovered the remains 
of one of the lost tiltyard towers - 
a mystery that’s been puzzling 
our predecessors for decades. 

“Being able to plot the location 
of this tower will open up new av¬ 
enues of research, perhaps final¬ 
ly enabling us to locate the 
others, and to better understand 
these exceptionally significant 
buildings, which we think were 
some of the earliest banqueting

houses of their type built in this 
country.” 

The towers were largely demol¬ 
ished by the 1680s, although 
glimpses of them appeared in 
pictures from the 16th and 17th 
centuries. 

They were uncovered during 
maintenance work at the palace 
in preparation for its new “magic 
garden”, inspired by myths of the 
Tudor joust tournament, featur¬ 
ing recreations of the five towers. 

They predate the Tiltyard, 


which was laid out in 1537, possi¬ 
bly to mark the birth of Henry 
VIII's son and heir, Prince 
Edward. 

After jousting tournaments be¬ 
came unfashionable, the towers 
became storage spaces, housing 
the King’s pigeons as well as 
being quarantine space for Queen 
Henrietta Maria's priests after an 
outbreak of plague. 

One tower remains standing, 
with several alterations, at the 
palace’s Tiltyard Cafe.

Know your terms 



When buying a property, there is 
always more to consider than 
initially meets the eye. In London, 
for example, it is important to 
establish early on whether the 
property is being sold as a 
freehold, with a share of the 
freehold or as a leasehold, 
writes Drew Zendra. 

Flats are generally leasehold or 
share of freehold and houses are 
freehold, but not always, so do 
check as it can make a big 
difference to both the value 
of the property and the costs 
involved after you've bought it. 
Here's what the three terms mean: 

FREEHOLD: If you buy the freehold 
you will own both the property and 
the land it stands on outright. This 
can be more straightforward than 
either of the other two options but 
it does mean you're responsible for 
the building's maintenance and any 
associated costs. 

SHARE OF FREEHOLD: Properties 
sold with a share of the freehold 
(or a leasehold) are generally those 
which share the same plot: houses 
converted into flats or purpose- 
built apartments. These arrange¬ 
ments are in place because the 
properties share the same land, 
external walls and roof so someone 


must be responsible for maintain¬ 
ing them. This will fall to the 
freeholder and owning a share of 
the freehold, generally the case 
with smaller blocks, splits this 
responsibility and gives a little 
more control over the property. 

Having a share of the freehold 
requires the owners to look after 
the building's maintenance 
together. A managing agent is 
often hired, or an individual flat 
owner is appointed, to oversee the 
maintenance, though the former 
will, of course, incur costs. 
LEASEHOLD: Owning a leasehold 
effectively buys the right to use the 
property for a number of years on 
a lease which, when it runs out, will 
revert to the freeholder. You will 
usually pay an annual 'ground rent' 
to the freeholder and a service 
charge, which covers the costs of 
maintenance, buildings insurance 


and other administration. 

Leases usually start at around 
90 or 125 years, though in new 
properties they are often 999 
years. The value of the leasehold 
(and with it the flat's value) will 
lessen as the number of years 
decreases. 

At a high number of years it will 
make little difference, but once the 
lease drops below 90 years, every 
year counts. 

Leases can be extended at a 
cost, dependent on the number 
of years left, and to do this you 
must obtain permission from 
the freeholder. 

I would recommend seeking 
advice from your agent if you own 
or are planning to buy a property 
with a short lease as they can 
advise on the cost and associated 
value of a lease extension.

A budding footballer helped

“I really think I’m good 
enough to get a deal with a 
Championship or Premier¬ 
ship club, however, I’m in a 
bit of a dilemma,” said Alsaf- 
far, whose parents fled Iraq 
in the mid-1990s, at the time. 

“To do that I really need to 
be playing, but performing 
at semi-professional level is 


against the terms of my 
scholarship in the US. 

“That starts in September 
so I have nine months to get a 
contract. I have a representa¬ 
tive trying to get me some tri¬ 
als, but it is hard not playing 
games at a good level. 

“The league in America is 
alright, but I feel I can play 
in the Championship and 
that is where I want to be. If I 
take the scholarship I’ll be 24 
when I finish which is a bit 
late to be finding a profes¬ 
sional club.”
